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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and have been found not 
persuasive. 

On page 14 of the remarks, applicant argues that there is no suggestion or 
motivation anywhere in Bruno for the claimed limitation of " a bridged conference call 
would be converted to a point-to-point call" . On one hand, Bruno does teach the 
conversion of an ongoing point-to-point conference call to a multiparty bridged 
conference call without disruption of the ongoing call (see col. 2, line 55). On the other 
hand, Bruno does not suggest converting/transferring a conference call between three 
or more clients to a point-to-point conference call if only two clients remain in the 
conference call. 

Thus, Bruno teaches using "additional" resources (bridge) when needed, and 
obviously one should use less resources (direct point-to-point) connection when the 
additional resources are no longer needed. 

Applicant's argument (page 14 of the remarks, last paragraph) that the above 
"modification" would make Bruno "inoperable" and "unsatisfactory" is not clearly 
understood. Bruno teaches going one way (from direct to a bridge) for a reason, and 
when the reason is removed, obviously, one should go back to the original direct 
connection. Therefore, this does riot make Bruno "inoperable". 
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Regarding applicants argument for claims 2 and 4, both Bruno and the claimed 
invention convert/transfer a direct point-to-point conference call to a bridge without 
disruption. One of ordinary skill would have to avoid any disruption by "reformatting" as 
described by Bruno or by "synchronization" as claimed by applicant. The critical issue is 
not to disrupt the conference call. The claimed "synchronization" reads on "reformatting" 
as taught by Bruno.
